tion. In neolithic times, so far as coul 
be gleaned from ‘skeletal..remains, the’ 
average stature of adult inales was about 
G3in, with a few taller individuals inter- 
spersed, who were perhaps of the ruling’ 
caste: the Saxons averaged about 6éin, 
the Norwegians and Danes were a little 
taller. The stocks in each district re- 
mained ‘in comparative isolation until 
the advent of roads and. railways and 
the demand for labour in’ new areas, 
caused a greater degree of intermixture. 
Even now rural areas which had original- 
ly a predominant Nordic occupation con- 
tained--a taller and’ fairer population;

had proceeded to such an extent that 
there was relatively little relation between 
stature. and hair colour.

GEOWING TALLER. 


Records of children of ‘Lancashire ope-. 
rative apd Inbouring'classes, taken in the 
second quarte? of the nincteeath century, 
-when compared with similat figures at tho. 
present day showed little change until 
the last few years. Since the initiation 
of the schoo! medical serviec it had be- 
come evident that a gradual improvement 
wag'in progress.

The German textile firm of Rudolph 
Karstadt, A.G., Hamburg, which recently 
purchased a complete »-cotton-spinning 
plant of 24,128 ring spindles for £25,997 
{or Qls. 6d. Reb ares England, has 
just declared a dividend of 100 per cent.. 
The cost of equipping a ring-spindle mill 
in Lancashire to-day. is much more than 
that. The concern bas been building tex- 
tile factories at ‘various places io Ger- 
many, including Wandsbeck, Wilbelm- 
shaven, and Bocholt, with the object. of 
making themselves independent .of for- 


eign manufactures, particularly yarns. 


The mill at Bocholt has been modernised 
with the secondhand machinery purchased 
in England. Referring to this purchase, 
the recently published report of the com- 
pany states.that tho real estate has been

Befery Dr. Sun Yatsen waa lost from, 
Canton he Visited ‘Whampoa, where be 
landéd on July, 1917; to start the con- 
stitutional mavemeat against the corrupt 
Government of Peking, General Tuan Chi- 
jui, General’ Chaag Tso-lin, and ether 
traitors. and militarists of China whom 
he now wishes to ally with but from whose 
rank he is being refused because of his 
lack .of funds or man-power espable of 
executing the designs of tyranny and 
militarism now being exercised by all pre 
vent military and poutcal leaders in 
China.
